From 1881 to ia ane alt that jazz. 
~« * 

When the Boyne ae saat rolied 
off the press 100 years ago I was so 
young I wasn't born yet. The com- 
munity waited more than half a century 
for me to start writing for the paper. * 

With no experience at all I sat down 


‘‘editor’’ for the Boyne Citicen—a sole 
survivor of several newspaper battles 
for supremacy. 

The world was about to hear from the 
smartest young executive in Boyne City. 
It did. But nearly 50 years and six 
Michigan newspaper jobs later. I dis- 
covered that the world was not at all 
interested, thank you. 

' There had already been 64 frantic 
years of Boyne City newspapering 
before I began putting those black 
marks on white paper. 

And | shall not scratch the surface. 

Following the birth of the 
‘Standard,’ the newspaper changed its 
name a few times, burned down, 
rebuilt, dodged creditors, got into 
politics, shaded the truth, got out of 
politics, made subscribers mad, made 


others happy, changed editors, hopped 


from one location to another and fought 
weird looking people who thought the 
tawn could support two and sometimes 
three newspapers. It was a normal life 
for struggling weeklies in those early 
days of hand-set type. 

In an era of straw hats and pump 
organs the editor was not an editor. He 
was a job shop printer. moonlighting as 
a publisher.. Production of auction sale 


‘sheets, signs, letter heads and envel- 


opes was most important. with the 
newspaper depending upon backshop 
printing to stay alive. 

Once or twice a week the printer 
would walk into the front office, sit 
down at the desk and become an editor. 


typewriter and became = art: 


(I know people who think they can do 
that today.) 

Who died. who was born, whose 
house bftrned down and who was 
thrown into jail was about all the 
community could stand to read about 
itself in those early days. If the 
reporting was a little too accurate, 
hot-heads cancelled their subscriptions; 
others mumbled something about 
shooting the editor. Older folks would 
have me believe that one of Boyne 
City's earlier editors hired an ‘‘as- 


- sociate editor.'’ That was so one of 


them could get the paper out while the 
other was in jail. 


Those pioneer editors learned very 
quickly that if they stayed away from 
the truth their wives could expect them 
home for dinner. Most folks read the 
paper to see how much the editor dared 
print about the things that were going 
on around this town, 

The readers knew his wife. his kids, 
the church he attended, to whom he 
owed money and how much he drank 
when nobody was looking, so he had to 
watch it. He never wrote an editorial or 
ran a woman's picture on the front 
page. 

We must remember that for many 
years the people of Boyne City were 
straight laced.’' The town's elite made 
a great pretense of not knowing what 
some of the working class were up to. 
And they certainly didr.'t want to see it 
in print! The elite were human. too. of 
course, but they did their best not to let 
it leak out. Unlike these modern days, 
Boyne City was once sprinkled with 
hypocrites. 

Earlier newspapers were more or less 
controlled by the ‘powers that be.'' Not 
so mych controlled as_ influenced, 
Powerful politicians as well.as the rich 
were kept in mind as editors decided

would jump the editor for not printing 
local scandal. And they would be the 
first to squawk if he did. So, to justify 
his middle of the road position, he 
carried a little note atop the front page: 


“working 


‘*All the local news fit to print.’’ His life’ 
was a careful fence walk between the 
diverse thinking stemming from Boyne 
City’s 13 churches and those 13 rawhide 
saloons. 

Some editors, reluctant to write 
hell-fire editorials, editorialized in their 
straight news stories. They included 
some of their own thoughts in such a 
way the readers didn’t catch on. 
Newspapers don't do that today. 
Honest, the don't. 

The ‘‘Standard’’ used ‘‘boiler plate’’ 
or national news printed one one side of 
the sheet by a news syndicate. The 
publisher printed local news on the 
other side, giving readers both home 
town and world-wide news. 

Older folks may have wrung their 
hands over the state of the nation, but 
the majority were swept up in the 
activities of this busy lakefront com- 
munity. Little time to think about any 
thing else. 

You worked 10 to 12 hours a day or 
went hungry. There wasn't any ‘big 
brother”’ waiting in the wings to spoon 
feed the poor. So local minds were 
tuned to what was happening here and 
now,

so fast there wasn’t any fast left. 
Sawmill whining never ceased. Boats 
were cluttering up the waterfront, 
merchants were selling. homemade 
butter that made you sick and fist fights 
entertained a circle of men on Saturday 
nights. Boyne City schools were 
teaching little beyond reading, writing 
and arithmetic which, in those days, 
didn't seem to warp the students’ 
personalities at all. 

In summer a few of the town’s uppity 
rich escaped the pollution by getting out 
the horse and buggy and driving way up 
to Petoskey to see the Ringling 
Brothers’ circus. Sometimes they 
wouldn’t come home for two whole 
days. It was enough to make a 10 cent 
per hour edging piler knock off the job 
and head for the nearest saloon. 

By now the Boyne City Standard was 


running occasional Washington news 


briefs. 

James A. Garfield was being sfactad 
president, being shot and being dead; 
Clara Barton was founding the Red 
Cross; Chief Sitting Bull was declaring 
that he had had enough, surrendering 
to U.S. troops; and the Salvation Army 
was opening its first office in New York. 

All Boyne City was tickled when they 
read in their brand new Standard that 
John L. Sullivan was fighting bare 
knuckled, just like that hotbed of hoorah 
boys in North Boyne. I can say 
that because circumstances and my 
parents decided that I was to be born in 
that circus of pig iron, charcoal and 
narrow gauge railroad tracks. 

Some folks may object to his piece- 
meal tinkering with Boyne City’s 
glorious past. You haven't touched 
upon the bright, happy side of our 
community’ s 100 years of newspaper- 
ing. they might say.

transaction appears, but Miley was 
missing from the scene. On May 25, 
1888 James L. Campbell became the 
editor for Chapin. 

_ Frank M. Chase purchased the Boyne 
Citizen on March 14, 1889, and took 
over as editor. Publication days went 
from Thursday back to Friday in less 
than a month. Subscriptions were still 
$1 a year. 

Family ‘problems set in and Chase 

. published notice that he was going to 
leave town for a period of time and that 
James L. Campbell had leased the 
paper from him and would be editing it 
starting Oct. 24, 1889. 

In September of 1891 Chase returned 
and, along with Rev. George Warren 
Wood, became the publisher. Wood 
became editor and the paper was 
changed to Thursdays. In November 
former‘ editor Campbell bought out 
Wood and Chase and became editor and 
publisher. 

Meanwhile in East Jordan, E.N. 
Clink {who also’ had previously been 
employed by The Standard) started the 
East Jordan Enterprise in April of 1882, 
in '83 W. F. Palmiter purchased half 
interest in the Enterprise and in 
November of that same year. the 
building which housed the Enterprise 
burned. 

About the time of the fire, Clink 


retired to study law and sold his interest 


to a Mr. Nelson. In 1890 Nelson and 
Palmiter sold to the C.L. Loraine 
family. The family published the Enter-

During the next four years 
there were severa) editors including a 
Mr. Worthing, Mr. Moyer, E. E. 
Ormsby (who left in June of 1913), 
G.H.D. Sutherland, and George Kent. 
In 1914 W. Ray Baker became the 
editor. 

‘Somewhere during those years the 
Citizen had purchased the Evening 
Journal, another Boyne City paper, and 
was publishing both. The Journal was a 
daily. During 1917 the Citizen also 
purchased the Boyne City Times, which 
had been published by Will Griffin. 

In 1926 Clark Haire purchased the 
Boyne Citizen. During 1934 or 1935, 
local teenager Marshall Sayles provided 
Haire with school news. 

Finally in 1937, Mr. and Mrs. Guy B. 
Baker and Guy's brother W. Ray Baker, 
editor during 1914, purchased the 
paper. W. Ray was basically a silent 
partner and Guy Baker and his wife 
Agnes operated the Citizen until his 
death in 1949. At that time A. Gregg 
Smith became the editor for Mrs. 
Baker. Smith and his wife Margaret 
eventually purchased the Citizen in 
1960, 

There had been severa) changes in 
East Jordan during these same years. In 
1896 Harrison Mitchell had started the 
Charlevoix. County Herald. This was 
sold to Moritz Thimmig in 1900 and in 
1901 Roy Lorraine, the other son of

Schools. 

In September of 1974 the name was 
changed to The Charlevoix County 
Press to more accurately define its 
coverage area. 

On April 21, 1977, Frank Noverr 
purchased The Press and Mike Ready 
became its editor after working as a 
reporter for about seven years, Ready is 
now managing editor of the Traverse 
City Record Eagle. 

In November of 1977 George Colburn 
and Paul Marcus purchased the paper 
and Joe McElroy became the editor.

With the auto industry: ina seemingly 
endless slump, economic experts are

Good news and bad news. 

That's what newspapers are all 
about, no matter what the year. Every 
reader is aware of this fact. 

The complaint sometimes is that 
there is too much bad news—higher 
taxes, fewer jobs, no snow or too much 
snow, teachers’ strikes, fires, accidents. 

The bad news, of course, is just a 
reality of life whether it’s 1881 or 198}. 

And like the readers of The Press, its 
publisher regularly confronts what 
appears to be bad news, but it’s only the 
reality of the newspaper business in a 
fast-changing world. If the publisher 
ignores the realities about reader 
habits, technology, and various other 
trends, he will ensure that The Press 
will never celebrate another century 
milestone. , 

The Newspaper’s Future 

There are those who say that 
newspapers won't exist in thc 21st 
century. I believe strongly to the 
contrary, especially about smaller, com- 
munity newspapers. 

One of my deepest journalistic beliefs 
is that residents of a community become 
more isolated and less community 
spirited without a good local newspaper 
reporting on the events that give the 
community its special flavor and 
character. The desire of residents to 
improve the community and to work 


together to overcome adversities on a 


cooperative basis breaks down when the 
internal communications system in their 
immediate world is faulty. 

And I don’t believe that a distant 
newspaper, interested more in the big 
picture, or the electronic medium, with 
its fleeting sounds and images, can 
truly become substitutes for the com- 
munity newspaper. 

But there are times when someone in 
this business has to wonder if such 
convictions will be enough to keep 
community newspapers alive. 

Peopie are reading newspapers less, ] 
am told. Soon there will be ‘‘video- 
text’’ on the TV screen giving people a 
printed version of brief news messages

But those readers care about 
Charlevoix County, their nsignbors, and 
the tourists.

Big money is being invested 
by big newspapers in the testing of this 
concept. 

The big newspapers as well are 
frantically investing their money in 
cable television systems. For example, 
in New England, the Providence (R.1.)

Journal, protecting what it considers to 
be its exposed flank, already operates 
48 cable television franchises. As a 
result of such activities by newspaper 
owners, one union of reporters has gone 
on strike over the issue of payment for 
articles and photographs sold by their 


- employer to cable television news. 


UPI, long a supplier of news for both 
daily and weekly newspapers, now 
offers its clients a news service espec- 
ially for cable television. New com- 
petition is on the horizon in thousands 
of low power TV stations to serve small 
geographical areas. These stations will 
come into existence soon when the 
Federal Communications Commission 
tules are adopted. 


What's really distressing about all of 
this—to an old newsman—is the fact 
that comprehensive news reporting and 
analysis likely will disappear if the 
‘electronic newspaper’’ takes over. 
There just won't be room for in-depth 
reporting on the TV screen. 


We know what a lack of real news 
means in the communist and Third 
Worlds. Therefore, one has to wonder 
what the electronic newspaper will 
mean to our community, our political 


organizations, and public agencies if | 


news in the 21st century is a series of 
video headlines and bulletins. 


The New Crisis 
But when you are celebrating the 
existence of a newspaper through the 
most significant 100 years of technolo- 
gical development in human history, 
there is no need for depression about 


ie future. Obviously, the newspaper 
has survived the intense competition of 
radio and television. The new ‘‘crisis’’ 
is just part of the technological world we 
live in. 

Newspapers today utilize all the latest 
technology, but readers see only the 
traditional paper and ink package at the 
end of the process. The technology that 
makes it possible to turn out the familiar 
product quickly and efficiently is what 
has kept the newspaper as a vital source 
in virtually every community in the 
country. 

In order to maintain its position, 
newspapers are acting as aggressively 
as they did a half century ago when 
radio, the new wonder of mankind, 
offered its challenge. 

You might recall that the Chicago 
Tribune, like many other large news- 
papers, dealt with the matter by 
starting its own radio station. It was 
named ‘‘WGN.”’ The cal! letters mean 


'‘'World’s Greatest. Newspaper,’’ the 


slogan that appeared on page one of the 
Trib every day. A generation later, the 
Tribune’s TV station was given the 
same call letters. 

Early TV newscasts consisted ‘of 
cameras pointed at reporters and 
editors in newspaper offices. Today 
within the cable TV industry, there are 
similar linkings of a newspaper’s 
expertise (in its reporters and editors) 
and the instant delivery system of 
television technology. 

The future in the news business, 
thus, will probably be much like the 
past. There certainly will be more 
cooperative ventures between news- 
papers and the electronic media, even 
ina small community like our own. And 
there will be considerable ‘‘cross- 
ownership”’ of the news media. 

The good news 

As I picked among the clips in my

All kinds of ideas for a better community 


For the past few weeks, we've been asking people to 
dream a little about how to make Charlevoix County a 
better place to live. 

We wrote letters, made phone calls and ran ads 
asking one and all for their ideas. And we’re printing 
them all in this, our annua! Progress Edition. 

We got quite a variety of ideas which you should find 
absorbing reading. Most are signed, but a few are 
anonymous. 

A number of people addressed themselves to 
economic considerations, and the miost commonly 
proposed solution was to work harder to promote 
tourism. It seems sensible to most people because 
Charlevoix County has (as has been recognized for 
nearly a century) all the natural ingredients for 
attracting visitors at all times of the year. 

A county commissioner proposed that a county-wide 
Chamber of Commerce be organized to help promote 
more tourism. Other good ideas are also suggested. 
The Press discusses one idea for expanded tourism on 
its Viewpoints page in the first section of this 
newspaper. 

Other contributors expressed their hopes for indus- 
trial expansion because jobs are sorely needed. But 
many people who mention industrial expansion also 
caution that any new industry should be attractive and 
non-polluting so our natural attractions (lakes, forests 
clean air) are not compromised. 

While many people expressed their desire for more 
jobs and industry, a few others wondered whether it 
was worth much effort to promote industry because of 
our climate and our distance from metropolitan areas. 
Probably the best ‘‘recruiting’’ point we have, some 
said, is our appeal as a resort area. Those who already 
come here to ski, sail, golf and relax are prime 
prospects for building small factories or other 
businesses here. 

Some people said they didn’t like the iaea of progress 
much at all. They expressed a desire for a return to a 
simpler lifestyle. Another person hoped for more

emphasis on old-fashioned values like discipline. 

A variety of other ideas were tossed into the hopper: 
better schools, tax relief, better maintained homes, 
better airports and more people who are willing to 
volunteer their time for good causes. 

A few people underscored the whole idea behind this 
year’s Progress Edition...that we need to be more 
positive, constructive and optimistic about finding 
solutions to our problems.

Better efficiency, service 
with combined libraries 


Students use public libraries but 
the public doesn’t often use school 


‘libraries, even though the public 


pays for them. 

Public libraries, more often than 
not, are short of space. 

‘School libraries are short on 
reference books. 

Towns and schools often have 
trouble funding all their libraries. 

East Jordan and Boyne City each 
have three school libraries and their 


-public libraries to fund. 


Conclusion to these whereas-ob- 
servations seems to be: combine at 
least the public library and one 
school library. 


The public library in some towns ts 
actually operated as part of the 
school system. The buildings are all 
adiacent. 

The idea, of course, ts to buy one 
set of something instead of three or 


» four. A central location would then 
“permit buying a Wide variety of 


books instead of quadrupling a 
narrower range, especially of refer- 
ence books and periodicals.

Duplication of items because of 
busy use by the whole community is 
reasonable, but duplication only 
because each location needs its own 
set of these items is clearly expen- 
sive. 

Besides the financial efficiency of 
combining some of the libraries, a 
certain naturalness follows the ming- 
ling of all ages in the world of a 
library. The presence of adult users 
gives the library a certain reality and 
respectability in the eyes of young 
students. Adults, on the other hand,

use of. 

Library activities also would be 
more enriching. A film showing, a 
travelling art exhibit, local and

together the different age groups. 
Public libraries are given designa- 
tions by the state when they are 
established. Designation as school/ 
public library is possible but it is 
difficult to have a library changed 
from one designation to another. 
And funding arrangements would 
have to protect the proper develop- 
ment of the library. But even with 
obstacles the possibility of a truly 
community library is alluring—and 
reasonable.

Mrs. Behling remarked how 
pleased the members of the city 
commission, at that important time, 
are to see how well things have 
worked out.

I build vacation homes, and my 
wife sells real estate. Before moving 
here on a permanent basis we had a 
weekend home here and came up 
from Detroit 50 weekends a year. We 
did this for almost nine years before 
moving here permanently. 

We came for recreation, and we 
spent a disproportionate part of our 
discretionary income in Charlevoix 
County. 


1 do not think that our situation ’ 


was unique. There are thousands of 
other families doing the same thing. 

It seems to me that our task is to 
do everything that we can to en- 
courage those people to visit Charle- 
voix County, and if they are going to 
do anything on a permanent basis, 
see to it that they do it here. 

I say that not as a builder who 
wants to build their houses, or a 
Realtor who wants to sell them land, 
but rather as someone who sees the 
recreational use of this part of the 
state, as the proper and best use, for 
this part of the state. And indeed, 
the only hope that the local economy 
has. 

Now, what can the newspaper do? 
Well, for one thing, it can accentuate 
the positive aspects of living and 
visiting here. 

During the process of my edu- 
cation my primary concern was to get 
as broad an education as possible so 
as to learn how to live. Then I went 
about the business of learning how to 
make a living. 

I think that this distinction is of 
ptime importance in regard to the 
approach the newspaper takes. 

Charlevoix County is a great place 
to live, but a tough place to make a 
living. 

But—the majority of the visitors, 
and the people who are buying 
$100,000 condos, couldn’t care less 


about the problems the local people 
are having—how many CETA jobs 
have been cut, etc. 

What they do want to know is what 
restaurants are open, where they can 
go for entertainment, and what 
shops have what they need. 

When we have a snowstorm they 
don’t care if some poor $.0.B. froze 
to death in his car, they want to see 
and hear about the skiing. 

A couple of weeks ago we had the 
major storm of the winter. 1’m sure 
that it caused al! sorts of hardships 
for all sorts of people. I also know, 
from first hand experience, that it 
provided the best skiing in three 
years. It may have been the worst 
storm, but for us it was the best 
storm, and should be written up that 
way. 

Let’s not worry about how we are 
going to make a living, let’s spread 
the word on how much fun it is to be 
here. 

I don’t read The Charlevoix County 
Press very often because, quite 
frankly, it usually depresses the hell 


' out of me. But I do read the Aspen 


Times—cover to cover—every week. 
It does not depress me. It makes me 
look forward to my next visit. Sure, 
they have problems, but they're not 
on the first page. Whoever put the 
story about vacation home robberies 
on the front page of The Press last 
summer should have their head 
examined! And I don’t think that 
anyone who lives in a $100,000 condo 
gives a rip about which store charges 
the most for groceries. 

Let’s be concerned about encour- 
aging growth and managing that 
growth so that it enhances the 
community. Then the dollars will 
come up I-75 and the economy will 
take care of itself.

time I see many offensive structures, 
signs and other distractions around 
the county about which no one is 
doing anything. 

I propose we simply give con- 
dominium and recreational land de- 
velopment projects a fair chance and 
look upon them with an open mind. 
There are many benefits to be 
derived.
